paraded the streets, threatening ven- 
neance on the whites, because uf the 
iiilling of one negro and the wounding 
ol another by a conductor of a pas- 
-.=;igcr train of the Mobile and.Ohio 
railroad yesterday morning, while the 
U'.tcr was attempting to quell a dis- 
tarbnnce aboard his train. 


At 
Wahlak, scarcely more than 


twenty-five white people reside, and 
i:i response to ii plea for protection.- 
llattery 1 and Company D, of the 
slate 
militia, stationed in this city, 


have been ordered to proceed to the 
scene with all dispatch. 
They left 


nn hoard a special train and should 
r-.-:ich Wahlak by midnght. The bat- 
tery carried a galling gun and all the 
men arc heavily armed. 


At 8.30 a message from Scooba. the 


first station south of the scene of the 
trouble, stated that a clash had oc- 
curred between the races, with the. re- 
suit that two white men were killed 
This report, however,- is not veri- 
fied, although railroad officials admit 
receiving a message detailing some 
additional trouble. 


The trouble of yesterday morning 


took 'place, betvrien 
Wahlak and 


Scooba in a fight between f.vo'ne- 
groes. 
Conductor Cooper, who was 


in charge of the train, attempted to 
separate the combatants, 
when 
he 


was attacked by a negro known as 
Spencer. After receiving several knife 
wounds, Cooper fired or. his assailant 
serously wounding'him and killed an 
unknown negro. .When Wahlak was 
reached, 
Spencer, 
though 
badly 


wounded, left the train, and when 
Constable O'Bricn of that place at- 
tempted to arrest him, the negro shot 
the officer. 
Spencer then escaped to 


the woods with a posse in pursuit. At 
last reports the negro had succeeded 
in evading his pursuers.

Output of This Country Mounti to 


Aitoniihinc Numbtis. 


The United States census bureau 


says that last year there were 4,A>g.- 
•38048 buttons nude in the United 
Slates. And there will be sooo.ooo.- 
ooo buttons made this year, and about 
6.ooo<ooOiOOO next year, according to 
the ran: of increase for the last <le- 
eado. 


This seems almost incredible, says 


Art in Muttons, when one considers 
that this is simply the output in UK- 
UniU'd States and takes nu accotuu 
of the buttons of special kinds thai 
ire intoned every year.

apparel twice a day. 


According to the census 
report 


New York holds 
the first place in 


value of button products, having dis- 
placed Massachusetts, which was first 
in 1900. 
Connecticut is third' New 


Jersey third. 
To look at a nicely 


turned button on ti suit of clothes, a 
person not intimately acquainted with I 
the button or clothing business would { 
hardly 
imagine that it is a purely 


vegetable product; in fact, the. nut! 
of a tree, which within the last twen- 
ty-five years has come tr» be of very 
great importance to 
the 
civilized 


world. The nut is knuwn the world 
over as vegetable ivory, and the title 
is most appropriate. 


These nuts arc known in their na- 


tive land as Tagua or Corozo, and 
arc a product of the northern part of 
South America and the Isthmus of 
Panama. The scientific name of the 
plant of tree is phytclcphas. and the 
tree itself 
closely 
resembles 
the 


palm, with magnificent wide leaves 
spreading out from the top of tlm 
trunk. 


The young plants arc among 
the 


most beautiful products 
of 
nature 


and arc much sought after by palm 
collectors. The flowers arc of very 
showv colors, and grow in the. large 
pendular clusters five to 
six 'feet 


long, and arc very fragrant, the odor 
being somewhat similar to that of 
almonds. These flowers finally wither 
away, and in their plaeis prow the 
burrs which contain the seed? of th« 
plant, anil this seed is the nut ;rom 
which the buttons are made. 
The 


burrs which contain the nuts or seeds 
grow on the tree just at that point 
where the palm-likike 
leaves spread 


the trunk, 
simi!ar 
themselves from 
to the cocoanut, which* of 
course- 


grows on a different kind of a palm. 
These burrs and nuts resemble in a 
great many ways our common North 
American 
horse-chestnut, 
'except 


that the burrs arc very much larger 
and heavier, and contain.! instead .of 
one or two nuts, 
like the 
horse- 


chestmtN anywhere 
from eight 
or 


ten to thirty or more. These burr«, or 
casesf open when the fruit 
is rife, 


and in 
bursting release 
the seeds 


(nuts), which drop to 
the 
groun-j, 


whence they are gathered for com- 
merce. 


As in the case of the horsc-chfst- 


nut, the outer thin brown shell is, at 
the time the nuts arc green, in very 
close 
adhesion to the inner white 


meat. Tn the case of the horse-chest- 
nut, however, it is possible to cut 
this thin brown shell. In our nut it is 
so hard tlmt 
it resists steel 
and 


blunts a saw immediately. Our first 
step, therefore* is to, shrink the meat 
or kernel on the inside to such an ex-

POPE TALKED 


TO PRELATESI 


Xmas Greetings "Exchanged at 


the Vatican. 


His Holiness Relies Upon the 


Solidarity of the Church 


in France, 


ROME, Dec. 24.—The members ol 


the sacred colK-ge went in a body this 
morning to the pope to present their 
Chrstmas greetings. The pontiff re- 
ceived them i 


tings, 
n his private library 


and conversed cordially with all the 
distinguished prelates, especially with 
Cardinal Ore«lia. dean of the college 


The chief topic of conversation was 


the situation in France. The pope 
said the church will not flinch from 
the attitude it has taken, no more 
concessions being possible, but he 
hoped that the violence and perse- 
cution would soon result in better 
times. 


Addressing the cardinals the pope 


said he was sorry he had no good 
news for them in regard to the situ- 
ation in l;rancCi and said he wished 
he and the whole 
sacred 
college 


were in France to share the persecu- 
tion of the clergy. He was consoled, 
however, by the solidarity of the 
French episcopacy and also by its 
approbation o£ the bishops through- 
out the world and trusted in the ulti- 
mate triumph of the church. 


Referring to the anti-clerical dem- 


onstrations in Italy, the pontiff ex- 
pressed regret that so many soldiers 
detailed to guard the Vatican day and 
night were exposed to the inclemency 
of the elements. 


PARIS. Dec. 24.—The Associated 


Press learns from a high ecclesiasti- 
cal source that it is certain the pope 
will regret the new religious law and 
at an opportune time forbid the Paris 
priests to continue services in the 
churches, after which they will or- 


aiiUt* private worship.

nant of the Associated Press adds: 


"The Vatican can pursue no other 
olicy. Having declined to retain the 
mrch property under conditions laid 
own by the government, it can only 
indicate its position by proving to 
ic faithful they arc objects of perse 
ution."

This is the 
uore curious because some of them 
vbich have exercised a great influence 
upon the foreign and the domestic poli- 
ira of the union had their origin in in-

hey have been often invoked to decide. 
"It is indeed probable that some of 


.he declarations, such as Jefferson's pro- 
_tst against entangling alliances, were 
never intended by their authors ss gen- 
eral innxims for universal application. 
Jefferson himself was a zealous advo- 
cate of tin alliance between England and 
tlfc United States in 1803 in order to 
drive the French from Louisiana.

FACTS ABOUT THE VOICE- 


People who aspire to be either public 


speakers or singers should learn one 
or two simple facts In the physiology 
of the organs of voice. The range of 
the singing voice is seldom more than, 
wo and a half octaves, and for dif- 
ferent voices tlit* is In different part* 
of the musical tu-ale. 


When one Is Kinging, and attempts to 


sing more loudly, by directing attention 
to the throat one only raises the pitch. 
The tighter the vocal chords ar» mad* 
the higher U the pitch, but loudneas 
depends on the work done by the lungs 
—that la, on the blast or air sent out. 
Hence, a deep breath makes (when 
breathed out) a loud voice, but ft 
strained throat makes a shriek. 


Careful speakers make the lungs 


work and spare the throat. In fact, 
for a voice to be loud It Is essential 
that the chords be not stretched. 


One very foolish thing that som* 


people do Is to change the singing 
voice to a falsetto. That voice Is apt 
to come back when one does not want 
It. 
By tho way, although every one 


knows that we speak and sing with the 
outgoing breath, every on* dr«» not 
know thai a ventriloquist spoaks with 
the Indrawn breath.-

President Roosevelt's Cabinet as It Is Today 


|HESE are rather trying times' 


for those of us who are not 
yet emancipated from the in- 
fluencs of precedent. There are 


those among us—a fair sized and cer- 
tainly highly intelligent nilnorlty—who 
have been rxperleneing a series of more 
or less disTntef rating" shocks, ever since" 
the president began to manifest his 
apparent .lack -of veneration for po- 
Utlcal tradition. 
Their present condi- 


tion Is that of bewildered wonderment 
—they realize, that the ship of state has 
escaped shipwreck thus far, but they 
cannot comprehend the reason there- 
for. 


Yet that reason Is far from mys- 


terlous. It m«y be 
found In the fact 


that the American state is not de- 
pendent for ita perpetuity on anything 
'that has-happened in the remote past 
it may be true in a sense that "all law 
and order are the result of carefully 
boarded tradition," but the American 
commonwealth Is a law unto Itself. 
The Iconoclastic nature of no single 


• member of Its composite nationality, 
be he president or recently naturalized 
citizen, can work great and permanent 
Injury. 


More than that, we have the repu- 


tation of being precedent smashers. 
Our Interest In tradition is not a very 
serious matter, and precedent Is quite 
likely to appeal to our sense of humor. 
We .follow the somber gowned verger 
through the abbey crypts In which so 
much of the history of Britain lies 
buried, but we are not so overcome by 
the environment that we cannot extract 
g. . TTtoulc-m of amusement from 
the 


pilgrimage. Few of us are ever so Im- 
pressed that we fall to smite when the 
solemn and unlettered guide recites his 
^flrfunctory speech over the tomb of 
the Scottish queen whose sad fortune 
and many indiscretions resulted in the 
loss of her head.

1 S6 It is that the unconventional 
method ol any of our executives Is 
more likely to inspire amusement than 
disquietude. Our national stability and 
elasticity have been revealed to all the 
outside world In this way. If In no 
other. We have not patterned largely 
after tho tradition of others, and It Is 
becoming very evident that we do not 
purpose to depend on our own past as 
a model for present and future conduct. 


The United States senate Is reputed 


to be the one particular adjunct of our 
national legislative system that Is still 
wedded to precedent. It Is fortunate 
perhaps that it Is so. With our tend 
ency to swing to the opposite extreme 
It is "well to be met by a restraining 
conservatism. 
It In the, senate that 


still reserves for itself the privilege of 
being prnnerly indignant at any at- 
tempted Infringement of its rules of es- 
tablished order. 
No man, bo he "way 


up" or "way down," may venture to 
ignore' the etiquette which precedent 
has saddled upon thin august body. 


From time immemorial—as Imme- 


morial, that Is, as our comparative age 
UK a republic .will permit—it had been 
the custom of tho president to with- 
hold hlo nominations of cabinet ap- 
pointees until his message had been 
sent In to the congress. This time, 
however, Mr. Roosevelt sent in hia list 
'for confirmation on the first day of the 
session. 


"Why did he do It?" was a question 


that framed Itself In many a senatorial 
mind and found utterance from more 
than one senatorial lip. It was not that 
ho was unfamiliar with the practice, 


for. he had conformed to it on former 
occasions. It was not because the case 
was urgent. To suspect the president 
of .any ulterior motive was equally un- 
tenable. There was, little cause to re- 
gard it as an executive joke. 
What 


was it? 


Nobody ventured an opinion—openly. 


It furnished the minority an oppor- 
tunity-to say some rather witty things,

Every one likes to be courageous. 


They not only desire that others shall 
think them brave: they also wish to b* 
valiant, for that good quality will cer- 
tainly prove valuable at soma time or 
other. 


A distinction must be drawn between 


confidence and courage. For instance, 
a child may pass through a terrible 
ordeal without flinching if It has moth- 
er by Its side and has been taught to 
have faith in her power to shield from 
harm. That Is not real courage. Again. 
If a grownup persuu ia oin»viutely con- 
fident that he can do a certain ex- 
ceedingly dangerous act.jn the ques- 
tion of courage be^tfmes problematical. 


Courage comes In wftvii we can esti- 


mate coolly the chances of gome 
through an ordeal, recognizing tbat 
Ruccess is not undeniably sure, and 
then boldly undertaking the task. 


That IK the kind of quality which we 


want to Inculcate. Is It possible to In- 
still courage, to teach U as thoroughly 
as, for Instance, the manipulation of 
the typewriter? 


It may seem a queer thing to say. 


but keen students of human nature as- 
sert that bravery depends upon ap- 
parently trivial circumstances. A man, 
says one authority, is likely to be more 
brave af(er dinner than before It, and 
that difference Is not due to his having 
Imbibed what Is called "Dutch cour- 
age"—In other words, drink. The food 
is required by the stomach: the inner 
man having been satisfied, the owner 
grows more valiant.
